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EHR definitions used in survey

 “Any EHR”

— Medical or health record system that is either all or partially
electronic, excluding systems solely for billing

e “Basic EHR”

— System with advanced capabilities defined by expert panel prior to MU
— Does not correspond exactly to MU
* Some Stage 1 MU Core objectives not part of a “Basic EHR”

* Some “Basic EHR” functionalities not part of Stage 1 MU Core
